The Manufacturers’ Railway Co., or 
Busch «terminal, for which it is pro- 
posed to build a special approach to the 


free bridge at a cost of $750,000, not only. 


invited the proprietary lines of the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association to use its 
operating facilities, as told in the Post- 
Dispatch last Thursday, but sougat to 
effect an operating partnership with. the 
Terminal Association, its independence 


of which corporation has been the chief 
argument for giving it a special bridge 
approach. 

According to the plans of Mayor Kiel’s 
Free Bridge Conference, composed of 
10 members of the Municipal Assembly, 
the Comptroller, President of the Board 
of Public Improvements and the City 
Counselor, it is proposed to submit to 
the voters this fall a bond issue of $3,- 
600,000 for the completion of the Last 
tt. Louis approach to the bridge, and 
tor the ‘building or an additional St. 
}ouis approach for the benefit of the 
Busch ternffiial. 

Two Propositions in One. 

Mayor Kiel’s original proposition to 
give ‘the people the ‘option of deter- 
mining by their votes whether they 
wished to appropriate $750,000 for the 
construction ot the Busch approach was 
rejecteé by the conference. The May- 
or suggested two bond issues, one for 
$2,750,000 for the completion of the 
bridge, the other for $750,000 for the 
Busch approach. On the advice of 
Comptroller Player and City Counselor 
Baird that the validity of the bonds 
might be subject to legal attack if two 
separate propositions were submitted at 
one election, and for the further reason 
that the two propositions might confuse 
voters, the conf “ence decided to submit 


the bond issue in one proposition for $3,- 


* 600,000, 

If the Municipal Assembly, which 
alone can call] a special election, decide 
upon the $3,500,000 issue, voters wishing 
to vote for the construction of the East 
St. Louis approach of the bridge and 
the railroad and wagon decks, which are 
still incomplete, will be obliged to vote 
$750,000 for the Busch approach or vote 
to reject the entire bond issue, and a 
vote against the Busch approach would 
necessarily be a vote against completion 
of the bridge.

Physician Called Too Late to

Mrs. Addie Lackland~Christie, wife of 
Harvey IL. Christie, an attorney, died 
Monday night at her home, 5544 Cabanne 
avenue, from inflammation of the stom- 
ach, after having refused for four days 
to have a physician summoned, she be- 
ing a Christian Scientist. ° 


vard, a Christian Science practitioner, 
had been in attendance. 

Dr. F. W. Patton, a regular physician, 
and Dr. F. D. Johns, a Christian 
Scientist, who is also a registered phy- 
sician, were summoned by her nephew, 
J. Chambless Eley, a short time before 
Mrs. Christie died. ‘ 

Because of the condition in which 
they found Mrs. Christie, Dr. Patton 
and Dr. Johns could not certify to the 
cause of death, and Dr. Patton reported 
the case to the Coroner. An autopsy 
was performed by Dr. Hochdoerfer, who 
reported Wednesday. 

Husband's Health Broken, 

Mrs. Christie was 53 years old. Three 
years ago her husband, then a leading 
lawyersand civic worker, suffered nerv- 
ous prostration as the result of compli- 
cated business transactions. Christie 
suffered financial losses and retired to 
a sanitarium. He is now at home, but 
has not recovered sufficiently to be able 
to resume active business life. 

During his long illness, Mrs. Christie 
was his companion and practically his 
nurse, giving her whole time to caring 
for him. 

She was a daughter of the late Judge 
James R. Lackland and Mrs. Mary 
Southern Lackland. She had one son, 
James Lackland Christie. 

Dr. Johns said Wednesday that he 
understood Mrs. Christie’s illness was 
not a severe one up to Monday even- 
ing and that death followed a sudden 
and acute attack. 

He. had not previoushky-Peen con- 
sulted as to the case he said, and 
when he arrived he found Mrs C.hris- 
tie unconscious and apparently dead. 
Dr. Patton, whose office is around the 
corner on Belt avenue, had arrived 
some time before. 

Too Late to Diagnose Illness. 

Dr. Patton said he was called too late 
to be of any assistance, or to be able 
to diagnese the nature of the diseasc. 
When Dr. Johns arrived, he said, he 
departed. 

Later, he said, Dr. Johns called at 
his office and they agreed that they 
could not certify to the cause of death. 

Miss Buskirk, the science practitioner 
who attended Mrs. Christie earlier in 
her illness, declined to answer any ques- 
tions about the case: 

Eley, who lives with the family, sail 
his aunt, Mrs. Christie, returned last 
week from a Wisconsin resort, arriving 
in the midst of the hot weather. The 
change in temperature so affected her, 
he said, that she was sick in bed, but 
every day she was able to get up for 
a time, and in deference to her beliefs, 
a ppysician was not called. 

Sunday night, he said, she was able 
to sit on the porch, but Monday after- 
noon she suffered a severe attack, and 
about nightfall he heard/her calling for 
her son. Young Christie found her half- 
conscious, and when Eley learned of her 
condition he ran to Dr. Patton’s office. 

The funeral was held Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, from the home to Bellefontaine 
Cemetery.

President Moore, when asked about 
the matter by a Post-Dispatch meporter, 
gave to the reporter for publication 
copies of the letters he had written to 
the Terminal Association. His letter to 
McChesney, dated Aug. 30, reads as fol- 
lows: 

“The intentions of the Manufac- 
turers’ Railway Co., which have re- 
ceived more or less publicity, are to 
offer the property and its operative 
organization for use on a cost basis. 
[I submit for your consideration, a 
preliminary agreement, which I trust 
you will view with favor, voluntarily 
execute, and return promptly for 
completion. 

Legality of Agreement. 

“I would suggest that you name 
the representatives you desire on the 
board of managers—in case you de- 
sire to co-operate with us in this 
plan of maintaining the St. Louis 
rates for the entire St. Louis zone 
at a minimum cost to the carriers 
involved. If it be possible I will ar- 
range to call a meeting so as to sub- 
stitute as soon as can be prepared 
by the board of managers an agree- 
ment more particularly outlining and 


operations will be conducted for a 
year, beginning Oct. 1, 1912. 

“We have submitted the enclosed 
agreement to a number of attorneys, 
and while there may be differences 
of opinion as to the legality, those 
who know the conditions surround- 
ing the properties involved from a 
local viewpoint have expressed them- 
selves as satisfied that there will be 
no infringement upon the law or any 
disrespect to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission or its opinion as 
reflected in their most. recent publi- 
cation. — 

“The operations conducted as outlined 
cannot but show a material loss to 
the Manufacturer’s Railway, inasmuch 
as it is bound under the franchise rates 
to the service it performs for a less re- 
muneration than the cost of same. This 
will automatically reduce the 5 per cent 
on property value almost to the van- 
ishing point. 


Plan to Show Service Cost. 

“T wish to assure you that we are en- 
tering into this with the fullest desire 
to demonstrate the service cost of an 
independent carrier that performs «a 
strictly industrial switching service, di- 
vorced wholly from main line opera- 
tions, feeling that the unit thereby es- 
tablished will be of great benefit in the 
settlement of vexatious questions now 
pending for solution. I request that you 
give this matter your early consider- 
ation.”’ 


Result of Rate Decision. 

The reasons prompting the Busch 
terminal to turn its facilities over ‘9 
the Terminal Association and its pro- 
rrietary lines grew out of the recent de- 
cision cof the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to the effect that the Busch 
terminal was not entitled to receive an 
allowance of $4.50 a car, which for sev- 
éral years the trunk Hnes had bean 
paying out of the through rate. 

This charcs of $4.50 a car was exact- 
ed by the Busch terminal on all 
through shipments of freight originat- 
ing on or destined to points on its lines. 

For example, if the Anheuser-Busvh 
Brewing Association, whose shipments 
constitute 60 per cent of the traffic of 


car of beer to Memphis, Tenn., ove- 
the Iron Mountain road (via the Busch 
terminal line), the Manufacturers’ Rat!- 
way or Busch terminal would receive 
from the Iron Mountain out of the Iron 
Mountain's St. Louls to Memphis rate 
$4.50 on the consignment. This sum 
would be deducted by the Iron Moun- 
tain from its own revenue on the ship- 
ment and not charged to the shipper 
or consignee 


Commission's Findings. 
Payments so made to the Busch ter- 


minal line were characterized by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission as 
compensation for terminal services to 
the trunk lines, which service, however, 
were rendered to the shipper rather 
than the trunk lines, and “in no sense 
divisions of joint rates for services ren- 
dered for the shippers on the Manufac- 
turers’ Railway, as they would neces- 
sarily be considered to be under joirt 
rates prescribed by this commission.”

“We Must Have Relief.” 
One of the principal arguments made 


by President Moore of the Busch term- 
inal before the commission, was that his 
system was a wholly independent one. 
Speaking of the deliveries made by the 
Terminal Association, which is owned 
by the trunk lines, the commission said: 

“In addition to these deliveries in 
this section of St. Louis on what are, 
in fact, their own rafis, with attendant 
reciprocal advantages to them, the trunk 
lines are sought to be required to get a 
step further and bear the expense of the 
delivery on the rails of a separate aid 
iudependent terminal connection (the 
Busch terminal) which is not in a po- 
sition to render such reciprocal services 
and which, by its own statement, is en- 
deavoring to construct an extensive 
terminal system to rival the trunk lines’ 
own facilities as represented by the 
Terminal Association.’’ 

“The Interstate Commerce ruling 
means,’”’ said Moore, ‘‘that shippers on 
the Manufacturers’ Railway Co. would 
be placed at a disadvantage over other 
St. Louis shippers to the extent of $2 for 
every car'of freight handled. We sim- 
ply must have relief or quit business, 
We have no idea whatever of quitting.” 

Moore pointed out that it costs $2.80 
a car to handle shipments over the 
Busch terminal, and compliance with 
Commerce Commission 
ruling, therefore, would mean the op- 
eration of the Busch terminal at a se- 
vere loss to the company. The An- 
heuser-Busch Brewing Association, 
Moore says, contributes to the Busch 
terminal! about & per cent of its total 
Ytonnage and through shipments from 
the brewery amount to 12,000 cars a year. 

Pending final settlement of the ques- 
tion in the courts, it is the purpose of 
the Manufacturers’ Railway Co., Moore 
says, to enter into an agreement with 
the Terminal and its proprietary lines 
for the operation of the Busch termina’ 
on a “cost basis.”” The contract thus 
proposed is to go into effect at mid- 
night, Sept. 20, or about the same time 
the Busch terminal charge of $4.50 a 
car en through shipments expires. 


Povwer Given to Terminal. 
Under the terms of the proposed ¢on- 


tract, as outlined by President Moore, 
the Terminal Association and its 15 
proprietary lines would have the power 
to appoint each a representative on the 
board of managers of the Busch ter- 
minal. As the Busch terminal, under 
its proposition to the Terminal Asso- 
ciation and its proprietary lines would 
have only its president on the board, the 
Terminal Association would have the 
balance of power in the operation of the 
Busch terminals. All of the traffic and 
operating facilities of the Busch ter- 
minal are to be at the disposal of the 
Terminal and its proprietary roads if 
they accept the contract as drawn up 
by Moore. 

In return for the use of the Busch 
terminal the roads would be required to 
pay the entire cost of operation, taxes 
and other fixed charges of the Busch 
terminal in addition to 5 per cent on 
the Busch terminal investment of $2,500,- 
000. Fa contract is to run for at least 
rd given 9i cannot be terminated at 
he en, -f that time without either party 
giving 90 days notice to the other. With- 
out guch notice the contract is to run 
indefinitely. The Busch terminal pro- 
poses to pay its pro rata share of th, 
cost to the extent of its own use of the 
facilities. 

President Moore complained to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Monday that the anal- 
ysis of the agreement, published in 
the Post-Dispatch last Thursday, 
might mislead the public as to his 
purpose. in proposing the agreement 
to the Terminal Association and its 
proprietary lines. The paragraph to 
which he took exception stated that 
the proposed agreement showed that 
the Manufacturers’ Railway proposed 
to surrender control of its facilities 
to Terminal Association railroads, 
and that this agreement would en- 
able the Manufacturers and Terminal 
to merge the two systems, or bring 
them into such close traffic arrange- 
ments that there wouldgbe no com- 
petition between them. 

“The statement that control of the 
Manufacturers’ Railway would be 
placed in the representatives of the 
Terminal Association and its proprie- 
tary lines is true,” Moore said. ‘But 
neither Mr. Busch nor myself have 
the slightest intention of merging or 
selling the Manufacturers’ Railway 
to any other railroad company, and 
Mr. Busch has refused a spot-cash 
offer for the line recently. 

“We have proposed this one-year con- 
tract as a temporary expedient to pro- 
tect shippers on our line from being 
forced to pay $2 a car on top of the St. 
Louis rate, while we continue to fight by 
¢very means possible to have the last 
decision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission reversed or modified. That 
decision discriminated against the ship- 
pers on our line and if we cannot get a 
rehearing before the commission, we 
shall appeal to the Federal courts for 
relief and carry the fight to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

‘We have proposed to value the prop- 
erties of the Manufacturers’ Railway 
at $2,192,063, subject to increases for ad- 
ditions since last June, and Mr. Busch 
bas refused a cash offer larger than 
this amount from a member line of the 
Terminal Association which sought to 
buy our road. We feel that our contract 
proposal will be a sacrifice cw our part 
to protect our shippers. We would re- 
ceive only five per cent fnterest Wn an 
investment of about $2,250,000, which 
would net us only $112,000 a year.” 

“The Anheuser-Busch Brewery ships 
about 12,000 cars a year, which would 
mean a loss to the Manufacturers’ Rail- 
way of $1.90 per car, because under this 
contract we could only charge $2 @ Car, 
despite the fact that exper‘ent: shows 
it costs us $2.59) a car to handle our 
traffic. We are not trying to merge 
with the Terminal Association, but we 
are forced to adopt some such plan as 
the one we have proposed to protect our 


shippers.”’

“PAPER SOUGHT I 
HUDSON MURDER 


Hatless Man and Woman in 
Same District Get Kind Found 
on Woman’s Body. 


STAINED TRUNK FOUND 


New York Boy Tells of Seeing 
Skull and Scalp of Woman 
When Playing in Water. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—Activity of a 
score of detectives who are trying to 
unravel the murder of the young wom- 
an, parts of whose body were found on 
the New Jersey shore of the Hudson 
River, is still centered in the neighbor- 


hood of Eighth avenue and West One 
Hundred and Forty-seventh street. It 
has been found that early last week a 
bare-headed, coatless and unshaven man 
about 50 years old, hurriedly asked 8S. 
P. Hurwitz, a druggist, of 2775 East 
avenue, for two sheets of pine tar or 
moth paper, commonly known as white 
tar paper. 

The mysterious customer was seeming- 
ly under great nervous strain and anx- 
ious to complete his purchase and go. 

Hurwitz, several months ago, had 
stored the rolls of moth paper on the 
top of the telephone booth after the 
seasonal demand had ceased. He dis- 
tinctly recalled the incident because he 
had to climb to get the paper. His cus- 
tomer wanted only two sheets, for which 
he paid 8 cents. He said he would not 
wait to have them wrapped, and rushed 
from the drug store. He knew exactly 
the cost of the paper that he wanted, 
and he gave the name of the paper, and 
insisted on having it. This is the kind 
of paper in which part of the body of 
the murdered woman was wrapped be- 
fore it was put into the pillow slip, 
which was :identified as having been 
sold by George Sachs, a second-hand 
furniture dealer, whose store is direct- 
ly opposite the’ drug’store of Hurwitz. 

Paper Sold to Woman. 

After having talked with Hurwitz, 
the detectives were positive that the 
soung woman was murdered in the 

eighborhood of these two stores. Hur- 
/witz could not fix the date of the pur- 
‘chase of the paper from him closer than 
Sunday, Monday or Tuesday of last 
week. 

In addition .to the purchase of moth 
paper from Hurwitz, the detectives 
found that, Tuesday afternoon, a week 
ago, H. S. Rehn, a druggist of 2567 
Seventh avenue, above 148th street, had 
sold a sheet of the same kind of paper 
to a woman about 25 years old, who 
wore no hat, who seemed to be in a 
hurry to complete the purchase, and, 
like the man purchaser at the Hurwitz 
store, did not wait to have the paper 
wrapped. 

This woman was described by Rehn 
as having dark hair, weighing about 140 
pounds and being about five feet and a 
half in height. She had not before 
been seen in the neighborhood, so far 
as the druggist knew, and has not been 
Green since. 

There were other more or less sig- 
nificant developments in the case in the 
last 24 hours. Among them: 

Mary and John Bann, who found the 
upper part of the torso of the young 
woman, last Friday, found, near the 
fame spot, a steamer trunk without 
any lid, the inside of which was much 
stained as with blood. It was taken 
to the office of Chief of Police Marcy

John Reid, 13, HNving with his 
parents, 799 Eighth avenue, who has 
been visiting the family of Anthony 
Elder, a retired policeman of Kreisch- 
erville, S. I., on his return home, 
told how he had found the skull and 
scalp of a woman while paddling 
around in the water near the Elder 
home.

JAP ASSASSIN ENDS LIFE 
SITTING ON MAP OF CHINA 


One of Two Students Who Mur- 
dered Foreign Office Direc- 
tor Kills Self by Harikari 
TOKIO, Japan, Sept. 10.—One of the 
assassins of Director Mortiaro Abe of 
the Japanese Foreign Office ended his 
life by harikari today by plunging a 
sword into his abdomen as he sat upon 

a map of China. 

Director Abe was attacked on Sept. 4 
by two men, who stabbed him twice in 
the abdomen. He died the next day. 

The Director's assassin, who was a 
student named Okada, ended his life 
while the body of Abe was being taken 
to the grave with military honors. 

The student ended his life in the house 
of a lawyer, Where he had taken refuge 
after the crim. He left an exultingly 
touched confession, in which he said he 
assasinated the Director “in a delirlum 
of rage caused by the murder of Japa- 
nesé subjects at Nanking.”’ 

Mass meetings continue to be held by 
the people of Tokio as a protest against 
the foreign policy of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment.

Through his attorney, Fink, Wednes- 
day, as trustee, assigned all mortgages 
he held for J. B. Sikking, an East St.

Becker of Belleville. There were 25 


mortgages in all and they represented 
an aggregate value of $140,000. ‘ 

Two of Fink’s accounts for large sums 
have been pronounced in_ satisfactory 
condition by investigators. One is con- 
servatorship of the $20,000 estate of Wil- 
liam Schaefer and the other is his busi- 
ness as agent to sell $18,000 worth of 
bonds for two irrigation companies. 

Fred B. Merrill, attorney for the Fi- 
delity and Deposit Co. of Baltimore, 
which was on Fink’s bond in the Schae- 
fer matter, arranged to report to the 
Probate Court in the afternoon 
that the eetate’s affairs are in good con- 
dition. Fink’s attorney, R. W. Ropie- 
quet, turned the estate over to Charles 
A. Karch, executor of Schaefer's will. 
Karch said the estate was in good shape 
and owed Fink $427 for his services. 

Ropiequet has asked for a meeting 
of all Belleville buyers of bonds of the 
Pueblo Rockyford Irrigation Co. of Colo- 
rado, and of the North Platte Irrigation 
Co. of Wyoming, for which Fink was 
agent. In the afternoon Ropiequet as- 
signed all Fink’s holdings in the com- 
panies to Philip Gass as trustee. 

Two months ago both companies tem- 
porarily recalled their bonds because 
of a financial readjustment. Fink col- 
lected from the buyers the $18,000 he 
had sold and turned them over to the 
Chicago Title & Trust Co., and to the 
Continental and Commercial Nationa! 
Bank of Chicago. These banks gave 
him_ their receipts, which he still holds. 

According to Ropiequet, none of the 
buyers of these bonds stands to lose 
anything. He wishes them to get to- 
gether .tnd appoint a trustee to look 
after this account separately, in the 
event of bankruptcy proceedings. Bank- 
ruptcy aetion against Fink is considered 
inevitable, but nobody appears anxious 
to precipitate it.

Mrs. Bucklew told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Wednesday she never has 
loved her husband, and that she mar- 
ried him only because she could not 
get along with her stepmother and 
thought Bucklew would provide her 
with a comfortable home. 

Her stepmother made her feel as 
if her home was almost a prison, she 
said. 

“T would rather take my meals in 
one room and eat:them peaceably, 
than to dine in a mansion with the 
service of a coterie of servants under 
the conditions existing when I was at | 
home before my marriage,” she said. 

Broke Engagement to Bucklew. 

“After I became engaged to Buck'lew 
I met another young man with whom I 
fell in love. 1 broke off my engagement 
with Bucklew, sent back his engagement 
ring, and became engaged to the other 
nan. 

“My new fiance Was a year younger 
than I, and I found he could not pro- 
v:'de me with the home and surround- 
ings I had been used to in my girlhood 
days. Bucklew pressed his suit and 
pleaded with me to marry him. I 
thought he held a more responsible post- 
tion with a lumber firm than he really 
did, and I wanted the little pleasures 
that money can buy. 

“Yielding to his pleadings, I again be- 
came engaged to Bucklew and broke off 
Iny engagement with the man-I loved.

Huerta plans to find some way of 
calling off the Mexican elections 
scheduled for QCct. 26. He will, it is 
said, take. up this question in the 
Mexican Congress as soon as that 
body convenes, keeping himself in 
office as provisional President or re- 
signing in favor of some one he can 
trust and actively begin a campaig 
for his own election at a later date. 

What has added to the interest in 
the meeting of the Mexican Congress, 
too, is that all the Constitutional | 
members—that is, members in sym- 
pathy with the Constitutionalist 
movement in the northern Mexican 
States—will be denied admission to 
the Congress. Their places will be 
filled by substitutes, which is pro- 
vided under the Mexican Constitution, 

Senor Zamacona is expected to pass 
through Washington today en route 
to New York. It is not certain that 
he has been instructed to present 
himself in Washington and make an 
effort to force a reception by the 
State Department. As yet the Ad- 
ministration has not said whether it 
will receive Senor Zamacona. The 
President and Secretary of State are 
going to wait until they know more 
about Senor Zamacona’s mission to 
the United States before they se- 
riously consider what their action 
will be if he presents himself.

He’ Tells How Modern Equip- 
ment Saved Many Passengers 
of 24-Hour Train.

Those Unhurt in Accident 
on Pennsylvania. 


“Steel cars for mine.”’ 

This message, telegraphed by Charles 
Nagel, former Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor, to his wife in St. Louis, 
expressed the feeling of passengers on 
the 24-hour train of the Pennsylvania 
Rine, which was wrecked near New Madi- 
gon, O., Tuesday while on the way from 
New York to St. Louis. The train, run- 
ning 55 miles an hour, was derailed, 
and six cars were ditched. 

The St. Louis passengers, {in a special 
train made up at Richmond, Ind., 
reached Union Station at 11:3 p. m 
They united in declaring that, if the 
coaches had been of wood, instead of 


steel], the death list would have been | 


as long as that in the recent New Ha- 

ven wreck, and that one-half the pas- 

sengers might have been sacrificed. 
Passengers Bruised, Cut. 

As it was, passengers were nurled 
embout within the cars and stunned, 
iniuries 
are considered serious in two cases, 
those of George D. Wright, a Kansas 
City manufacturer, and George 
Walker, a porter.

Tharp, was internally injured and 
one leg was broken.

Bridge Driven Across Creek. 
Nagel was met at Union Station by 
Drs. W. E. and Washington Fische! 
and other friends. He told of his lucky 
position in the first car back of those 
which were derailed. 

The locomotive, he said, struck a steel 
bridge framework with such force that 
the bridge was driven half way across 
a creek. A mail car left its trucks and 
shot across the creek, landing in a corn 
field. The clerks were unhurt. The 
dining car went after the mail car, fa!l- 
ing at right angles to it, and the smoker 
Was thrown across the track. The car 
in which Nagel was stood up at aa 
angle of 4 degrees, he said, but dil 


not leave thé rail. 


Smokes Cigar Through It All. 
“After the first big jolt,’’ he said, ‘‘I 
found I was standing with my feet 
nearly on the door of the compartment. 
The other movable objects in the com- 


partment had fallen against the door, 


and this made it difficult to open it. 
When I got out, I climbed up to the 
front door of the car, and found the 
door had been shoved out in such a 
way that it could not, at first, be pulled 
back. I got it back, went through to the 
platform, and then climbed to the 
ground. I must have been pretty much 
absorbed in my task, for 10 minutes 
later I noticed that I was still smoking 
my cigar, which I had kept in my mouth 
all the time.” 

Scott said he crawled out of a window 
of his car as it lay in a corn field, and 
then helped others to get out of the 
cars. Some negro waiters, who seemed 
to haye been seriously hurt, were laid 
on mattresses taken from the Pullman 
cars. 

Scott later examined “the track and 
questioned trainmen, he _ said, and 
learned that the wreck occurred on a 
short piece of new and unballasted track, 
which the engineer had previously not

reached it, he saw that one of the rails 
was raised about two inches. He had 
time only to close the throttle and put 
on the emergency brake. 

‘Kirby said the cars were hurled about 
Ifke catapults, but that, once a car 
struck the earth, it stopped, and thero 
was no rolling about. The car he was 
in was thrown on its side, and one of 
his legs was bruised, while the man 
next him was stunned.

NO POLITICAL GAIN 
BY GURRENGY BILL, 


Chairman of Banking Commit- 
tee Answers Arguments of Op- 
ponents of New Measure. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—The admin- 
istration currency bill today started on 
its devious way to the statute books, 
when Chairman Glass of the House 
Banking Committee and oné of the fa- 
thers of the measure, opened the cur- 
rency debate in the House. 

In a long speech Chairman Glass ex- 
pounded the principles underlying the 
bill and replied to various criticisms of 
the measure. The Democrats hope to 
conclude the general debate on the bill 
this week and begin its detailed consid- 
eration Monday. 

Glass replied at length to the criticism 
that the Federal Roserve Board, placed 
by the bill in control of the proposed 
financial system, would, with its wide 
powers, be subject to political influences. 

No Politics in Bill. 

“There is no politics in this matter; 
there can be none. It is my earnest con- 
viction, based on long and serious reflec- 
tion, that no man can conceive, as none 
has yet pointed out, how any part of 
this system can be perverted to political 
uses,’” he said. 

“IT happened to be present when an 
eminent banker suggested such a possi- 
bility to the present occupant of the 
executive chair, and heard this banker 
vainly challenged to show how it might 
be done. 

“I shall not soon forget the emphasis 
with which the President of the United 
States declared that no man would ever 
be found who would be willing to impert! 
his reputation or tarnish his fame by 
so flagrant a prostitution of his high 
office.”’ 

Glass declared that opposition to the 
bill by bankers was caused by the fact 
that the bill would sever the relations 
between banks and stock gambling. 

Stock Market the Issue.

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Promoters Reveal for First Time 
Identity of Any of Associates 
wm «Their Plans. 


With the arrival in St. Louis Wednes- 
day of three representatives of tne 
BroQ@esn Construction Co. of Chicago, 
the promoters of the Alton & Missis- 


sippi Belt Line and Transportation Co.,] 


revealed for the first time the identity 
of any of their associates in their plan 
to build and present to the city an east 
side free bridge annproach and connect- 
Ing belt railway. 

It was announced titat the representa- 
tives of the Chicago company, R. Il’. 
Brennan, F. W. Blocki and John S%. 
Mummer, would appear before the free 
bridge commission in Mayor Kiel’s of- 
fice in the afternoon and explain their 
interest in the Alton & Mississippi 
scheme. 

Brennan, Biocki and Mummer refused 
to see newspaper reporters at the Plart- 
ers Hotel. Reporters sought to inter- 
view them as to whether they proposed 
merely to build the bridge approach and 
belt line, or whether they would both 
finance and build them. 

Given Four Days’ Time. 

The Free Bridge Commission, at a 
meeting on the city harbor boat last 
Saturday, adjourned until Wednesday 
afternoon, to take definite action on 
the east side free bridge approach. They 
failed to agree at the previous meeting 
on an approach, and took the four days’ 
adjournment to give Leo J. Scherrer, 
promoter of the Alton & Mississippi ap- 
proach, time to make a specific propo- 
sition as to what he would offer -the 
city, and to show his ability to finance 
and carry out his proposition. 

Philip W. Heberman, counsel for 
Scherrer, is in New York consulting le- 
gal bond experts as to whether the 
scheme proposed by Scherrer could be 
fegally entered into between the city 
and the promoters. 

, Brennan, Blocki and Mummer met 
(Scherrer after their arrival in St. Louis 
to discuss details of the proposition. 
Some members of the Municipal Assem- 
bly have shown an inclination to favor 
the Alton & Mississippi approach, pro- 
vided Scherrer and his associates are 
able to give the city satisfactory as- 
surances that they can carry out their 
plans. 

Helds Title to Much Land. 

Scherrer is holding title to a large 
tract of land on the route of the pro- 
posed Alton & Mississippi approach, and 
has stated before public hearings of the 
Municipal Assembly that he expected to 
make his profits out of the free bridge 
deal by land speculation. 

It practically was determined at Sat- 
urday’s meeting that, unless he made a 
specific and definite proposition at 
Wednesday's meeting, and brought proof 
of his ability to carry out his contracts 
with the city, his plans would be re- 
jected. 

This Wand teave before the commis- 
sion only the original Reber approach, 
with an extension carrying it beyond the 
limits of East St. Leuls. The Gerhart 
approach, running northeast through the 
city of East St. Louis, was rejected as 
being too costly, and the original Reber 
approach, without extension, was also 
rejected as being inadequate to the re- 
quirements of the bridge.

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ARCTIC EXPLORERS 
NILLED BY ESKIMOS 
HAD MET SUCCESS 


Letter Is Received From Rad- 
ford, Dated June, 1912, Fol- 
lowing Report of His Death. 


NEAR END OF JOURNEY 


Canadian With New York Scien- 
tist Slain in Attempting to 
Rescue His Companion. 


By Arsoctated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—Following close 


upon telegraphic reports that Harry V. 
Radford and George Street, explorers, 
who set out two years ago on a perilous 
journey from Chesterfield Inlet, Hudson 
Bay, to Bathurst, on the Arctic Ocean, 
had been killed by Hskimos, there ar- 
vived at a newspaper office here a let- 
ter written by Radford on June 6, 1912, 
the day he is supposed to have been 
killed. 

It seéms that this letter was forward- 
ed from Bathurst Inlet by the same Es- 
kimo chief, Akulak, who brought the 
news of the alleged murder of the two 
white men to the Northwest mounted 
police. 

Tells of His Success. 

In his letter Radford told of the suc- 
cess of his mission and announced that 
he and Street were starting for the Mc- 
Kenzie delta. He said he believed that 
he and Street were the only whites who 
had entered Bathurst Inlet since Frank- 
lin’s expedition of 1821. 

Radford said that within two weeks he 
hoped to complete his inspection and 
mapping of the last strip of Continental 
coast remaining unexplored, to make 
complete and continuous the coast line 
of North America. 

Regarding the Eskimos at Bathurst 
Inlet, he said: “We found a primitive 
tribe who have no intercourse with 
whites. They possessed no rifles and 
hunt, as of old, with bow, spear and 
harpoon,” 

He said he had arranged with two of 
these natives to accompany him west- 
ward toward the McKenzie delta. 
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Indians Keep Crime Secret in Fear of 
EKekimo Vengeance. 
WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Sept. 
nearly two years friends of 
plorer and naturalist, Harry 
Radford of New York, and George 
Street of Ottawa, had awaited news of 
them from the Canadian Nerthwest, 
when the story of their murder by Es- 
kimos reached Ottawa from Chester- 
field Inlet. A mail steamer on the 
Hudson Bay route brought the story, of 
the murder. 

According to this report, the two 
white men left Chesterfield Inlet in 191i 
with a party of Indian guides and 
joined another party of Eskimo at 
Chultz Lake, whence they proceeded to 
Bathhurst Inlet. 

Two months ago the 
mounted police learned that, in an al- 
tercation with the Eskimos, Radford 
had been killed. For months the Eski- 
mos kept silent, and then the truth 
came out. One of the tribe drove a 
spear through Radford, and when 
Street went to his comrade’s assistance 
he was killed in the same manner, The 
exact date of the tragedy is not known, 
but a small detail of mounted police 
under Sergt. Egerton has been sent (o 
investigate. 

Seid Radford Kicked Eskimo. 

There had been no indication of fric- 
tion until the day of departure. Then, 
as the sleds were being loaded, Rad- 
ford got into a dispute with an Eskimo 
about the proper adjustment of the 
binding thongs and in anger he kicked 
the man, according to the story told. 

Instantly the Eskimo grasped his 
spear and before Radford could defend 
himself the weapon was plunged into 
his breast. Street was harnessing a 
dog team and, seeing his companion 
fall, he picked up his rifle to go to 
Radford’s assistance when the Eskin:> 
with whom he was working attacked 
him from behind. Street fell, mortally 
wounded. 

The murder of the white men threw 
the Chesterfield band into a state of 
panic. They realized they would be 
held to account if the fate of the ex- 
plorers was ever suspected. This is said 
to explain the long silence of the 
Schultz Lake Indians when they re- 
turned to Chesterfield last year, and 
besides they kept the crime secret in 
fear of vengeance of the slayers and 
their friends. 

The atory remained unknown for 
months, until rumors got abroad and 
the Hudson Bay Post at Chesterfield 
ordered an investigation. 

Harry Radford was born in New York, 
Jan. 8, 1881, and was educated at the La 
Salle Institute and Manhattan College, 
qualifying as a civil engineer. He had 
traveled widely and was a Fellow of the 
American Geographical Society, a mem- 
ber of the Arctic Club and the author 
of several books con travel. 

He left New York on the arctic expe- 
dition in February, 199, intending to be 
away four years. It was his wish to 
collect specimens for the Canadian Gov- 
ernment and especially to learn more of 
the habits of the wood bison. Three 
years ago Radford shot one of these 
monsters, which weighed more than 2400 
pounds and stood six feet high. 

In July, 1911, a.letter was received by 
Anthony Fiala of the Arctic Club from 
Fort Resolution. 600 miles north of Fa- 
monton. This letter spoke of Radford 
having been joined by a young Cana- 
dian, George Street of Ottawa, ‘four 
other white men having deserted the 
New York explorer. Radford appeuled 
to both the Canadian and the United 
States governments for assistance in 
sending him supplies, and was greatly 
disappointed when his request was de- 


nied. 
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Revenue Cutter Eight Days in Ice. 
SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 10.—The 
United States revenue cutter Bear was 
imprisoned eight days last month in 
the Arotic ice pack near Point Barrow 
during her annual voyage to Alaska’s 
most northerly projection.

Ice Fund—Our milk bill for the month of 
August is $610.92, which amount you will 
please remit to our treasurer, Mr. Isaac 
H. Orr, St. Louis Union Trust Co. 

‘We are at the present time filling 
more orders daily and furnishing more 
modified milk to babies than at this pe- 
riod in the past five years. This is due, 
as you know, to the extreme heat, which 
has caused the vitality of the children 
to reach the lowest ebb. 

“IT sincerely thank you for the interest 
manifested in this good cause, as it has 
been the means of reaching many a poor 
baby who otherwise would have suffered 
from lack of proper food. Very truly

The payment makes a total of $1064.04 
paid by the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk 
and Free Ice Fund for milk and ice dis- 
tributed throughout the tenement dis- 
tricts during August. 

The July milk and fice bills paid by 
the Fund reached a total of $1018,87. 

The total of the June milk and ice 
bills paid by the Fund was $846.96. 

This gives a total of $2928.87 paid by 
the Fund for pure milk and free ice dis- 
tributed to the tenement babies and 
sick poor during June, July and August. 

The payment of the milk and ice bills 
for September, which now promises to 
be unusually heavy, will mark the ceom- 
pletion of the summer campaign of four 
months’ duration to save the lives of 
the little ones of the poor in the city’s 
congested tenement districts.
